"endurance must be somewhat reduced if 
WelKh ooal is not on board. 


"Jiesidas the ooal carried in bunkers, 


somo can be stowed in bags for a long 
voyage. The quantity thus carried is 
naturally uncertain, bnt about the ex- 
trenui limit for the size of the ship is 
allowed. All the Spanish armored cruis- 
ers Jiitve economical triple expansion en- 
gines, but the stokers are believed to be 
inferior. The speed used will be eco- 
nomical—about ten knots—until the 
American fleet or ornisors are sighted. 
The figures for the Spanish ships are as 
given below: 


"Tho Almirante Oqnendo, Vizoaya 


and Infanta Maria Teresa have all 1,200 
tons banker capacity, and with spare 
ooal in bags—say SOO tons—they can 
carry a total of 1,500 tons. The Cape 
Verdrs and Puerto Bioo are 2,400miles 
apart. With ton days' economical speed 
at a consumption of from 00 to 80 tons 
n day the total burned on the voyage 
wonld bo from GOO to 800 tons. There 
remains say COO tons, enongh for eight 
or nine days' economical steaming. To 
Now York is 11 or 13 days and would 
require, say, 850 tons. There remains 
560 tons, of whioh 800 is needed to get 
to Hdlifax and a reserve of SCO tons for 
operations on the American const. The 
Cristobal Colon has 1,000 tons in her 
bunkers, and liquid fuel is reported in 
her double bottom. This ia doubtful, 
but nllow that it equals 300 tons of 
..coal, \vith a deckload of 250 tons, this 
gives n total of 1,460 tons. 


"The Niolansse has very economical 


boilerH, with a consumption of 50 to 70 
tons o day, giving a total to Puerto 
Baco cf about 700 tons and to New York 
of nbocit 800 tons. This leaves C50 or 
700 tons, allowing for rather more ex- 
tonded operations than the other cruis- 
ers. The destroyers Plnton, Terror and 
Furor cian carry at their extreme limit 
130 tons, which may last a fortnight at 
economical speed if bad weather is not 
encountered.

THEIR USE IN CURING AN ENEMY'S 


SHIPS TO DESTRUCTION. 


Seveninr the Color* of the lieht» and 


Dlnkt, Much Dainoca Coald Be »one to 
Hostile Ship*—Changing Foe .Signals and 
Time of Beacon Flanliei Contemplated. 
The lighthouse keeper has his speoia 
•"-- m times of war, and it is in hi 


to render valuable service to hi 


country's cause. Tho extinguishing of 
the lights in tha bay w.as the beginning 
of a-policy which was outlined early in 
March by the lighthouse board. 


At that time general instructions 


were issued to the keepers of tho light- 
houses ordering them to familiarize 
themselves and their assistants with all 
the requirements incident to tbeexigen 
cies of. war. The extinguishing of the 
shore lights will bo a last resort, as the 
extensive commerce of foreign morofa'ant 
vessels would -be seriously interfered 
with by it. The order to put out these 
lights will only come in case of aotnal 
danger of invasion by foreign men-of- 


nrey-isMo,, C..VUPI tuu«j. IIBI.». 
fights, Spain will be smashed hands 
down. If the fleet runs, the Yankee 
cruisers, fresh from port, full up with 
coal and in fine trim, will quickly over- 
take tho rear ship and attack it. If the 
other Spanish ships stop to give help, 
Sampson's battleships will come np and 
send tbo Spaniards to the bottom. 


"Tho destroyers are very dangerous 


in smooth water, bnt in a heavy sea 
are not so formidable. Therefore Samp- 
son should attack as far east as may be, 
us the coal bnrned in their boilers leaves 
the bunkers empty of ooal proteotion. 
Destroyors have been coaled in a sea- 
way from a large ship but rarely. Spain 
may try to run the fleet to an unobserved 
anchorage and ooal there from colliers, 
but it ia believed that there are no 
colliers with the Spanish fleet. 


"British sympathy prevents British 


colliers from going to help the Span- 
iards. The transport San Francisco, re- 
ported to be with the torpedo boats 
Ariete, Azor and Bayo, full of ooal, has 
tiansferred much of it to the Spanish 
cruisers at Gape Verde, and their where- 
abouts are uncertain. The torpedo boats 
could cross with some difficulty undar 
nail, and an anchorage that might be 
used by Spain is the gulf of Oooa, on 
the Haiti coast. There is a very good 
unfreqnonced harbor at Martinique and 
Many on the Sooth American coast. 


"Spain might temporarily seize an 


open bay on the United States coast, 
but this wonld be very risky and wonld 
wean her probable destruction. I see 
nothing in the neutrality declarations 
to prevent the Spanish from coaling 
from colliers in a neutral port provided 
they do not make it the basis of a- pro- 
longed stay. Much depends on the atti- 
tude toward America of the power own- 
ing the pnrt. 


"I think it likely that Spain has a 


rendezvous in the West Indies, at some 
unfrequented anchorage. It will be best 
tc catoli the fleet* before it gets near 
land. It ia possibly after the Oregon, 
but she can retreat to neutral waters. 
The danger points for America to watch 
are the Haitian coast and South Ameri- 
can const. If Spain-gets n fleet into the 
Caribbean, she will avoid the harbors 
connected vith telegraph, 
Still I do 


not a* how she can fail to be discover- 
ed if American fast scouts are well used. 
I presume tho Puerto Rico anchorages 
are well watched by the'-Amoricau fleet. 
I'uerto do Gnaciica is likely to bo a ren- 
dezvous, as it is an excellent, defensible 
harbor, oat of the regular track." ••

In considering the various means by 


which the lighthouse keeper can render 
service in wartime it is necessary to 
know something of the lights them- 
selves. In every lighthouse station the 
beacon has some characteristic with 
whioh the mariner is familiar or whioh 
be may readily recognize by an exami- 
nation of his chart. In some oases the 
beacon ia <* J|xed,jwhite, light which 
never"dliangos," but sends" its rays far 
ont to Hea, where the watchful pilot 
reoognizcis it at a glance. 


Other lights change from red to 


white, or the reverse, or show a disk 
one side of whioh is white and the oth- 
er red. The approaching mariner knows 
at once in what direction he should 
steer. If the red light is on the right 
and the white on the left side of the 
Jiek, he knows,that; by keeping to the 
left he will find a safe channel^, while 
dangerous shoals await him in the op- 
posite direction. Of course it is obvious 
;hat the lighthouse keeper by reversing 
the colors on the disk could do inesti- 
mable damage, to unfriendly vessels. In 
all such oases it is obvious that our 
own mariners must ba warned in time 
of the changes contemplated. 


Otherlighthouseshave a beacon flash- 


ing whitu at regular intervals. Thns 
the characteristic of the light at Fire 
island is "one flash every minute." If 
this wero changed so that the light 
would flush only once in two minutes, 
the mn-iuer would be as badly off as if 
therawere no light at.all. With th3 
idea in his head that he had reached a 
point nearJPire island, the onnsnal sig- 
nal would signify to him that his cal- 
culations were wrong and that he was 
in an entirely different locality. 


Another means by which the pilot 


gauges his location is the distance of 
visibility of the light. Shinneoock light, 
for example, is a fixed white light sit- 
uated on J'anquogue point, on the nort 
side of Shinueoock bay, Long Islam 
one mile from the line of sea beaoh an 
about midway between Montauk Poin 
and Fire-lslaud light stations. It is vis 
ible at a distance of 18% nautioa 
miles. Now, jf it were known that a 
enemy's Hhip -were approaching th 
light could be screened so as not to b 
visible at all or to be visible at a hal 
or quarter of the usual distance. Th 
vessel might thus be led into a trap be 
fore its pilot realized his proximity tc 
the dangerous coast.
